ENDED A DiaTRESSlNO DILEMMA. 
For a time Moore was the only cu.ndl- 


date In the n«ld, and the leading cltlitni 
w*r* prey to more or lew violent night- 
mares, in which the chief vision was the 
plumber administering justice according: 
to his peculiar notion*. 
A number of 


men lawyers were requested to accept 
the nomination, but declined. 


Then 
came a sudden 
Inspiration to 


tome quick-witted Individual, who sug- 
gested Mm. McCulloch. Happy thoxight! 
It found ready and general Indorsement 
by the men and women of Evanston. All 
knew her to be a good lawyer, a ready 
and resourceful 
woman, and of 
high 


standing at the bar as a member of the 
law flrm of McCulloch fi McCulloch, the 
senior partner being her husband, Frank 
H. McCulloch. 


But Mrs. McCulloch consulted with her 


husband and decided to accept. As soon 
as her decision became known a lively 
campaign was started. 


ALL GET BUSY. 


All the lawyers living In Evonston, and 


many leading business and working men. 
got busy campaigning for the woman 
candidate. The women, too, took a hand 
in the canvass, for nearly all of them 
were, warm friends of the lady lawyer. 


There were meetings at night in every 


ward, teas and luncheons in the after- 


noon*, and the battle waxed hot. 


Her supporters soon discovered that the 


woman candidate, although self-possessed 
enough In court, on the suffrage platform 
and before the clubs, was much averse 
to taking up the cudgels of the politician. 


She refused to say a word in criticism 


'or comment of her rival. 


Wives Influenced their husbands, moth- 


ers their sons, sisters their brothers and 
the -flrfe their beaux to 
pledge them- 


.selves to vote for tne woman justice can- 
didate. In the meantime "Blllle" Moore 
did some very lively electioneering with 
brass bftJids and all the other old-lime 
accessories of a regular 
political cam- 


paign. 


On election day there was a big turn- 


out. The popular plumber and his friends 
were as active as they could be in a 
spectacular way, and "Blllle" Moore of- 
fered to bet all kinds of money that he 
would beat "thaj. little woman lawyer" 
two to one. 


The McCulloch adherents said nothing, 


but smiled quietly. They had good rea- 
sons to smile, Tor when the voting was 
all over and the returns^- announced it 
was found that "that little woman law- 
yer" had defeated the "popular" plum- 
ber by 1300 majority.

TELEPHONE ETIQUETTE 


To sum up the etiquette of telephoning would be to say that it is Idetv* 


tlcal with Infoi-mul visiting. 


For Instance, In this matter of glvlns ono's name over the telephone, th« 


sensible anil correct thing to nay, after making sure that you have the right 
house, is, "Will you please tell Minn Elizabeth that Mrs. Van Cortlandt 
wishes to speak to her," or, "This is Mrs. Van Cortlandt; Is Mlsa Elizabeth 
at home?" 
Then the person you wish to call can answer the call or not, at 


her discretion, exercising the same privilege that would be hers If you 
should ask for her at the front door; and you have the satisfaction of know- 
Ing that she came to the telephone to talk to you voluntarily. 


If Mrs. Smith ring* your doorbell and asks to see you, you do not con- 


sider It the thing for the maid, or any member of the family who may open 
the door, to stand at the foot of the stairs and shout the guest's name until 
lt«reaches your ears. 
But if Mrs. Smith asks for you over Ihe telephone, 


and your sister, for Instance, answers the call. It seems quite fitting that 
she should .hold the receiver and call melodiously, "Sophia! Sophia; Mrs, 
Smith's on the wire." 


One family keeps a clear-voiced call-bell on the telephone desk, and 


whoever answers tho call presses the bell one, two, or three times to des- 
ignate the member of the family who Is asked for. 
This removes all 


temptation to shout from floor to floor. 
There U always thi" to remem- 


ber, too, that all sound can be effectively shut out from the telephone by 
placing your hand over the mouthpiece. 
If you must call "Sophia" from 


basement to attic, put your hand over th<> mouthpiece first, and Mrs. Smith 
will believe a well-trained maid l» Mcending noiselessly with her me«W(*. 


Jn the case of Informal call«, the caller and not the hostess is privileged 


to bring the call to an end; In like manner, the caller over the telephone li- 
the proper person to say good-bye. 


Formal Invitations are not properly given or acknowledged by tele- 


phone. 
One would not telephone an expression of sympathy to a bereaved 


family, or of thanks for a wedding gif.t 
The telephone, like the typewrit- 


er, is an accepted convenience, a useful member of society, but not quit* 
an honored one.

It •would seem strange to call suffering a blessing, but what 


wonld mankind be without suffering1? Who would, if he could, 
raider himself callous to mental and physical paint How 
could one luxuriate in health, vitality and freedom from the 
pangs of disease or the worries of mind? Without sense of 
flhazne there could be no pride, sentiment of honor or devotion 
to duty. If there were no sorrow in the world, we should be 
unable to appreciate happiness—could not understand what it 
meant. 


Sin and suffering, go hand in hand. Because they do, there 


Is joy in virtue and repentance, the exquisite pains of moral 
parturition, the bliss of unburdening the soul, reveling in spir- 
itual sympathy and tender emotions. Conscience could not ex- 
ist in a soul oblivious to mental torture nor sympathy inhabit 
a body insensible to pain.

splendid free hospital for the treatment of deformed and 
crooked children owes its erection and endowment to the suffer- 
ings of a child distorted and ailing at birth. A great insti- 
tution of learning in California was born of grief for the loss 
of an.only child. Because their youth suffered, men and women- 
are everywhere devoting their lives and fortunes to smoothing 
beds of pain, relieving the friendless and destitute, reclaiming1 


the fallen and assisting the weak. 


Suffering and sorrow draw mankind together, not pleasure 


. and rejoicing. 
Men peril their lives to effect a rescue, but never 


to join a festivity. They will brave pestilence to nurse the 
sick, or court death to bring off a wounded comrade; but they, 
will face neither danger nor infection to reach the banquet 
board or join in revelry. Only when they suffer or have suf- 
fered do men realize the beauty and meaning of mercy and 
pity and tenderness.

Steam Railroad Electrization. 


It is several years since a newspaper suggestion was made that 


the time v/ould come, an-d that probably earlier than the most san- 
guine citizen anticipated, when the electric energy obtainable from 
the water power flowing down the western flank of the Sierra, wtti-ch 
was then being wasted, would be applied to the operation of the 
steam railroads in the great central valleys of the State and in haul- 
ing trains over the steep grades between Rocklin and Reno. It was 
based on the then established fact that an electric car can easily over- 
come grades which are insurmountable to the steam locomritive. 
Now comes the announcement that the electrical engineers of the 
Southern Pacific Company have been instructed by Vice-President 
Kruttschnitt, director of maintenance and operation of the Harrimati 
lines, to prepare plans for the application of electricity as a- motive 
power to :hat section of the Central Pacific Railroad lying between 
Rocklin, Placer county, and Sparks, Nev. The conversion of the 
motive power of this division of the Central Pacific or the boring of 
the long tunnel projected- through the Sierra to eliminate the present 
hlgti grades across the Sierra has become an imperative necessity. 
Not only has the traffic grown to enormous proportions within the 
last few years, but it continues to grow at su-ch a rapid rate that 
the congestion is threatening to block the entire line. Moreover, the 
early completion of the Western Pacific Railroad over 
Beckwith 


pass will introduce a dangerous rivalry in transcontinental transpor- 
tation with an advanitageln favor of the latter of over 2000 feet 
less elevation to overcome the summit of the Sierra and easy grades 
on both fl.inks of the mountains to reach the divide. Beside Beck- 
with pass is so nearly outside of the snow belt that snow shedding is 
almost eliminated from the Western's system. 


The later estimates made of the cost of the boring of the great 


Sierran tunnel place the enterprise apparently outside the pile of 


""' ^practicability at present. Harriman is credited with having said re- 


cently that it will cost $30,000,000 to cut down the elevation 
1500 feet. 
There is at present so much new railroad work 


in progress In -the western half of the continent that the labor supply- 
Is one of the serious problems which must be solved before a work 
of such magnitude can be undertaken. Its postponement does not, 
however, mean its abandonment. The difficulties of winter opera- 
tion over the high grades of the Sierran divide are increasing pro- 
portionately to the growth of traffic each successive year. 


The electrization of the Sierran division of the Central can, 


moreover, be accomplished many years earlier than the boring of the 
tunnel, an-i, after the latter is completed the summit division will 
constitute an invaluable auxiliary to the main line. The order just 
issued to the Southern Pacific Company's electrical engineers ex- 
plains the purpose of the big electric power plant which it was 
announced several months ago was being planned in the Truckee 


-• \alley. It was then shrewdly assumed that the Southern Pacific was 


behind the enterprise. Its purpose is now made clear. Possibly the de- 
cision to c.iange the motive power on the Sierra is, also, influenced by 
the prospect of a rival electric railway being- constructed 
from 


Placerville to Tahoe, which is one of the projects of H. E^ Hunting-- 
ton, whose surveyors and trusted agents went over the ground and 
reported favorably upon the route about two years ago. Huntington 
has been for years planning, to parallel the lines of the Southern 
Pacific Co-npany with his elect;ic system from one end of the State 
to the other, and he has acquired so many electric properties between 
Los Angeles and the northern part of the State that the construction 
of connecting links is all that remains to give him a through rapid 
.transit line.

Licensing the Social Evil. 


Reno has an ordinance in force which virtually legalizes pros- 


titution and leaves a wide open door for judicial graft. It'provides 
jthat once a month the women ofcthe tenderloin shall be haled into 
court and fined any sum from $3 to $100, which opens a productive 
field for grafting, and the suspicion has been reasonably aroused 
there'that the police judge is exploiting it profitably, for, instead of 
summoning* the women monthly before him and imposing, the fines 
publicly in open court, he is said to have adopted the practice of 
receiving monthly S3 remittances from each one of them and sending 
them receipts for the same. The only evidence that he has recejved 
money b the stub in the receipt book. These stubs are all for S3 
and no more. It is clear that the police judge has not followed the 
requirements of the ordinance,^and-the •syste/n which'he has. in- 
augurated for the collection of the fines makes ^it possible for -him 
to divert a large amount of revenue into his own pocket.' .The grand 
jury has evidently some suspicion that this, is being done,'for it .has 
decided to make a rigid investigation. 
If Reno wanted to regulate 


the social evil on the "Parisian plan, it should have gone about the 
business of legislating the Parisian way.'narriely, by comneHrng every 
unfortunate woman who follows the.life of the red light district to.take 
out a license and secure monthly".from'the medical board a clean bill 
of health or surrender the license. That plan eliminates the possi-" 
biHty of graft, while it makes no false pretense of its purpose.

Private Holdings in National Parks. 


A scare report comes bythe way of Los Angeles to the effect 


that an electric railroad from Exeter, in the San Joaquin valley, to 
Lemon Cove, on the confines of Sequoia National Park, which has 
been constructed as far as Three Rivers, has been projected for the 
purpose of making a raid on the timber in the reserve. The report is 
based on the statements made by two members of the Wilmington 
Dock Company, who have just returned from- a visit to the foot of 
Mount Whitney. These gentlemen represent that there are a num- 
ber of private timber locations in the park, which are ostensibly tha 
objective point of the railway, and that it is the intention of the 
owners to manufacture the growing timber and ship it to market 
over the line. It is quite true that such locations were made and 
patented not only in Sequoia, but also in Grant and Yoseitrite 
national parks and many of the forest reserves along the Pacific 
Coast before these were reserved by the Federal, government. 
The 


act of reservation did not, however, quash private ownership, nor 
could it do so without going through the regular leg'al process of 
condemnation or by fairly compensating those in lawful possession. 
If the reservation of public land surrounding these locations con- 
templated, the arbitrary appropriation of the latter, it would be 
equivalent to an act of confiscation, and the limitations of the p%wers 
of Congress do not warrant such a proceeding. 


The act of Congress authorizing the creation of the 
forest 


reserves and the national parks provided for a method of voluntary 
surrend-er of private holdings included within their boundaries by an' 
exchange of a corresponding acreage of lieu lands in any other part 
of the public domain. The owners of these patented tracts havtt 
shown no disposition to surrender them, for the simple reason that 
the land has cost them much more than lieu land scrip is wortru 
The right of these forest land owners to cut the timber and manu- 
facture it into commercial lumber cannot be disputed, and the law 
c-f necessity guarantees them the right-of-way to a market through! 
the national parks or forest reserves which shut them in. 


It is certainly desirable that all of the private timber lands 


thus situated should be added to the national reservations as much' 
to prevent their defacement by lumbering as to make an unbroken, 
harmonious whole of the parks and reserves. But it is manifestly 
just that to accomplish this, the owners of these private lands should 
be fairly compensated for the surrender of their property. The only] 
danger to which the national parks and forest reserves are exposed! 
by the location of private holdings in their midst is embraced in 
the opportunity which their location affords for trespassing on the 
national property and rifling it during the process of deforesting 
them. This danger is reduced to a minimum, however, when it is 
considered that all of the national parks and forest reserves are 
now systematically patrolled either by the United States army, 
or by the rangers specially employed by the Interior Department 
for their protection ag-ainst flocks and herds trespassing on the pas- 
tures, and unauthorized timber cutting. 


The Southern Pacific Company has taken another step toward 


the early conversion of the local steam lines to electric motive power. 
The Alameda Board of. City Trustees has been asked to grant new 
franchises over both the broad and narrow gauge systems passing 
through the city. They will be granted, of course, for no public 
representative is so unprogressive in these days as to stand in the 
way of the accomplishment of such a necessary public improvement. 
The operation of local railroads by steam is doomed, for the con- 
gestion of population and local road traffic is increasing daily the 
nuisance which its use as a motive power unavoidably creates. 


Stockton is seemingly in the swim, as Oakland is in fact, these 


days, for it has been made a transfer point for the Soutrtem Pacific 
and Santa Fe lines, and it is, besides, becoming as much of a railroad 
center as-any other city in the State, while its water front facilities 
C- 


for commerce are being materially improved. THE TRIBUNE con- 
gratulates Stockton on its prosperity.

ON GROUND SITE. 


' This Imposing international 
building 


will stand on one ot the most attractive 
and commanding sites of ground in the 
national caplt il, commonly known as the 
Van Ness tra ;t, which covers five acres, 
or about two hectares, facing the Pres- 
idential grounds, or White Lot, on the 
east, and Pot"tnac Park on the south, at 
the corner of Seventeenth and B streets. 
This site Is "iily two blocks below the 
Corcoran Art Gallery, next to the new 
building of th^ Daughters of the Ameri- 
can Revolution, and within a short dis- 
tance of the Washington monument. 


The dimens'ons of the building will be 


approximately ItM by 160 feet, or 52 by &2 
meters. 
The main portion will stand two 


stories above a high studded basement, 
and will, In turn, be surmounted by dig- 
nified ballustr:nies. 
The, rear portion, in 


order to cover the capacious AssenCbly 
Hall, will rie "till higher. It will be con- 
structed throughout of steel and concrete 
with the effect of a Spanish stucco finish 
and with whit? marble steps, foundations 
and trimming*.

colored Spanish tile and the Interior ex- 
posed portions will be decorated with 
polychrome terra cotta.

BLAINE PRESIDED. 


The Institution which will occupy this 


building was founded seventeen years ago 
at the first Pan-American conference held 
-in Washington in the winter of 13S9rlS90, 
and presided over by James G. Blaine. 
The original object, as announced, was 
that of making the American republics 
better acquainted with each other and of 
exchanging Information about their re- 
spective resources and trade. 
It never, 


however, had the complete support and 
interest of the United States, or of- her 
sister nations, until lion. EHhu Root, Sec- 
retary of State of the United States, made 
his memorable visit in 1906 to South 
America. 
The third Pan-American con- 


ference, assembled at Rio Janeiro, Brazil, 
in 1H06, which hf attended, pnsseti strong 
resolutions In favor of the reorganization 
of the bureau and outlined a plan to make 
it a world-recognized Institution for the 


j promotion of both commerce and comity. 


IS INDEPENDENT. 


The bureau is strictly an international 


and Independent organization, subordinate 
to no department of the United States 
government, and maintained by the joint 
contributions, based on population, of the 
L'.venty-pne American governments. 
Its 


affairs are under the administration of a 
chief officer, called director, who is elect- 
ed by the governing board of the bureau, 
consisting of the diplomatic representa- 
tives In Washington of the Latin Ameri- 
can governments, presided over by the 
Secretary of State of the Tnited States. 
- The present director Is John Barrett, 
former United States minister to Colom- 
bia, Panama, Argentina and Siam. 
The 


secretary of the bureau is Dr. Francisco 
J. Tanes, an eminent Latin-American 
scholar. 
Since the new administration 


took charge of its affairs the correspond- 
ence of the bureau has quadrupled while 
the demand for its printed publications 
has tripled. 
Its practical use is 4emon- 


Btrated. by the fact that during tlie last 
six months it has developed business that 
has added r,t least $15,000,000 to the value 
of Pan-American foreign commerce. 
Its, 


j present object, in short, is not only to 


advance commerce aad trade, but. to 
strengthen comity and friendship among 
all the republics of the western hemi- 
sphere.

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 91.-Unless farmer Police Mag- 


istrate Al Fritz can break the slate, William J. Biggy wffl be 
the Chief of Police. At present, Biggy is the elisor for Abe 
Ruef. Joseph J. Dwyer, the only square member of the graft 
prosecution, is responsible for Biggy. Had it not been for 
Dwyer, the elisor would still be stewing over soiled underwear 
at his laundry. 


I know of no more contemptible person out of jail than 


this same William J. Biggy. He has occupied the limelight in 
the past, and for the sake of decency and for the public good it 
was deemed necessary to put him into the shadow as effectively 
as possible. As a double-cross artist he stands without a peer, 
and as a religiousiibigot is in a class all by himself. 


Biggy first came into prominence ae a member of the State 


Senate. While a member of that almost worthy body, he made 
speeches telling of his loyalty to the Democratic party and his 
fealty to the cause of the common people. 


Some who knew him casually believed everything he de- 


clared. Others who knew him intimately believed nothing he 
said. So you see he bore one of those "pay-your-money-and- 
take-your-choice" reputations.

mismanaged by the late I. W. Lees, George Wittman, et al, he 
went very carefully about selecting his police commissioners.

himself into the game, and Phelan agreed to his naming one 
member of the board. He consulted a number of his political 
friends in quest of a desirable man for the job. After a careful 
cam ass of the situation, he decided on W. J. Biggy as the most 
adequate candidate and against the protests of some of his clos- 
est advisers gave him the coveted prize. 


"If nothing else," replied Lawrence to the protests of his 


people, "Biggy is honest. All I ask is a square deal. Biggy 
will give me that. He has promised to vote for Fred Esola for 
Chief of Police, and I feel certain that>e will do it."

The next day Lawrence discovered that Biggy had entered 


into a deal with John D. Spreckels through Sam Leake to turn 
down Esola and ruin all of Lawrence's schemes to control the 
board of police commissioners. 


In return for this betrayal, Biggy was made laundryman 


for the steamers controlled by Spreckels. And that's ^hy he is 
known as the first man in history to sell himself for a mess of 
dirty linen. 


When he became police commissioner, Biggy made protes- 


tations of the honesty and sincerity of his antagonism to Law- 
rence and Esola. But no one who knew him placed any cre- 
dence in his platitude on uprightness and decency, for the stench 
of the soiled-clothes bargain stuck in the nostrils of the public. 


Then of a sudden Biggy appeared in a new light. He be- 


gan scheming to grab the job of Chief of Police. For a time 
he was the acting head of the department, and during that 
period he did all in his power to get a permanent grip on the 
job.

"Oaine woke up to the fact that his dignity had been in- 


fringed, and, seizing a monkey wrench in the bottom of the car, 
dealt the unfortunate chauffeur a terrific blow over the head. 
The chauffeur fell senseless into the street and the car ran away, 
plunging through the plate windows of a big store. There was 
a tremendous smash, but Caine was practically unhurt. 


Caine squared everything up with his check book when- he 


got sober, the chauffeur got well, and there is the hero of the 
escapade talking business* quietiy as if he never got on a jag." 


The political situation is delightfully misted. Taylor was 


very strong with the business men till he appointed Michael 
Casey president of the Board of Public Works. Then they be- 
gan to look askance. 


Casey is considered honest, but lie is one of the men who 


followed Sehmitz. He led the teamsters' strike, which broke 
the Phelan administration and installed the Sehmitz regime. 
He is now a member of the general strike committee and of 
the Labor Council. He is also strenuously opposed to declaring 
the car strike off. 


The business men do not like strikes and boycotts. They 


are instinctively opposed to boycotters and strike leaders, and 
they are anxious to have the car strike called off. So, indeed, 
are a great majoritv of the work people of San Francisco. 


Casey is not popular with the building trades, and that 


branch of organized labor rather resents the idea of Taylor put- 
ting Casey and Andrew Gallagher in control of the Public 
Works department, because Casey and Gallagher led a Spreok- 
els and Langdon movement in the Union Labor party in the 
recent primary. The efforts to seduce Torn Eagan into joining 
Casey and Gallagher has not served to sweeten the ill feeling. 


So Taylor has succeeded in making enemies among the busi- 


ness men and building trades, and has materially assisted Daniel 
Ryan toward the Republican nomination for Mayor. 


Ryan's chances began to improve the moment Casey was 


appointed. The Call is activelv booming Ryan with great vigor, 
while the lukewarmness toward Taylor in business circles tends 
to coldness. 


I spoke to a prominent down-town merchant about the 


mayoralty, but he seemed rather out of sorts over the situation. 


"I thought we had got the right man in Dr, Taylor," said 


he, " but I am not so certain now. I can't see why he appointed 
Casey to the Board of Public Works, unless it was for purely 
political considerations. It does not look like business. They 
tell me Casey is honest, but he is a disturber, a fomenter of in- 
dustrial strife. His followers are extremists and inclined tt> 
violence. 


"We want confidence restored, and confidence wffl not'-be 


restored till we get peace and some measure of freedom from 
the domination of radical labor politicians like Casey, < Cor- 
nelius, Gallagher, and Furuseth. 


"No business man would dream of putting Casey at the 


head of a big concern like the Public Works department. 
He 


has neither the experience nor the executive ability requisite in 
such an important position. The reasons that dictated his ap- 
pointment, so far as I can see, are precisely the reasons why he 
should not have been appointed, 


"Mayor Taylor made a great mistake in appointing him. 


When we should have been given a clear-headed, practical man 
of affairs, not identified with politics in a professional way, we 
have been presented with a man for no other reason than that 
he is active and prominent as a labor politician. 
This is not an 


evidence of a business administration. Mayor Taylor has dis- 
appointed the solid men of the city and greatly confused the, 
situation, I regret to say. Still I am convinced he means well. 
Nevertheless a blunder is almost as bad as a crime at this time." 


"What about Ryan?" I asked. 
"Mr. Ryan is a lawyer, young and inexperienced, and po- 


litically ambitious. The elements gathering to his support are 
not satisfactory, and I am afraid he is more intent on getting 
a nomination than giving Jthe city a capable, orderly govern- 
ment. Candidates for lasser offices, still less satisfactory, are 
•urging his-nomin^tion, which looks bad."

The trip was 
taken as much for the purpose of gath- 
ering new Ideas as for the acquiring oi 
the Immense stocks of merchandise re- 
quired for the fall and winter trade of 
the Capw^ell Company's large dry goods 
houses. 


"While I learned something," contin- 


ued Mr. Oantx, "I also wish to say that 
people on the other aide of the continent 
can learn a great deal from us. I took 
much satisfaction In critically Inspecting 
the larg* retail houses In Chicago, Phil- 
adelphia and New York. I did not con- 
tent myself -with Just walking through 
them, but I made a great number of pur- 
chases for the purpose of seeing how they 
treat customers. I certainly was not fa- 
vorably impressed with their 
metHoda 


Compared Tvlth the general systems 01 
Oakland's dry goods houses, they coulc 
learn a let from us. In some Instances I 
was forced to chase all around the store 
to find the department I wanted and very 
frequently I had to make a special re- 
quest to be waited upon. There was a 
notable absence of the thoroufehly drlllec 
corps of floor-walkers such as we main- 
tain In the West. 
The Easterner does 


not study to make hla customers feel al 
home, but pursues a routine, semi-lnaif- 
ferent demeanor that we of the

would not tolerate for a moment. 


RAILWAYS LACK SYSTEM. 


"In the matter of railroad travel, f fee 


like, handing out a little commendation 
to the Southern Pacific Company. I was 
traveling Just at the time that thousands 
of Elks were gathering at Chicago to 
transfer to the great convention at Phil- 
adelphia. I never saw such a complica 
tlon, such annoyances, and such a gen 
eral lack of order and system in all my 
life as marked the lack of method of thi 
great Pennsylvania railroad at the Unioi 
depot In Chicago. There was no afle 
quate 
system of 
directing people t< 


trains, the baggage department went al 
to pieces, and ivhen I compared such a 
tangle with the methods pursued in Call 
fornla on the occasion of big conventions 
and abnormal travel, I thought It would 
be a good Idea if the Pennsylvania rail- 
road would send some commissioners to 
this coast to learn how to do things qi- 
peditlously and systematically.

three months—of course, always elimi- 
nating the Eastern summer with its sun- 
strokes, hot spells, Ice famine and similar 
things of which happily we know nothing 
In California.

to nil California orders Is phenomenal 
and is the best possible proof of the tie- 
mendous progress on the Pacific Coast. 
All the wholesale houses are beseeching 
the railroads to rush goods through In 
order to prevent a swamp of transporta- 
tion facilities. The talk Is all about the 
thousands of additional carloads that are 
heading westward and especially to Oak- 
land 
It is estimated that from two to 


three times the amount of merchandise Is 
being transported to Oakland than was 
purchased for this market a year ago. 


So far as the business of my house 


was concerned, our buyers could usually 
attend to it in about six weeks, but this 
eason it lias been necessary In order to 
be fully prepared to meet all demands, 
to spend twice the usual time among the 
wholesale houses on the other side of 
the continent." 


Gantz was accompanied by his

sight-seeing during their trip and to visit

to the present stately edifice above refer- 
red to is about to be effected "in the re- 
placing with modem and enduring piers, 
wharves and 
structures, the 
primitive 


docks which were erected many 
years 


ago, and which have since fallen or are 
gradually becoming victims to tho decay 
wbloh, is Inseparable from old age and 
which can not escape the teredo and the 
llmnorla. 


To a certain degree this work -which Is 


Intended to survive the passtis of time 
was Inaugurated by the preceding board 
but It baa been made the special duty ol 
the one under consideration, and this Is 
especially true of President Stafford, who 
is devoting his whole time to H practical 
and conscientious realization of this pur- 
pose.

176,000. 


LOMBARD STREET WHARF. 


The Lombard street wharf was badly 


shaken by the quake because It was old 
and feeble. 
This wharf Is now, how- 


ever, being rebuilt on a plan which will 
enable It to last a century. 
There will 


be n6thjng,tn It which will be destructible 
by the agencies -which are supposed to be 
destructible 
amid 
such 
surroundings. 


The wharf is now nearly completed. 
It 


comprises cylindrical concrete piers with 
ateel girders and a nonlnflamma.ble floor. 
The structure wilt be 800 feet long and 
100 feet In width. 
The cost of this Im- 


provement will be f!29,$00. 


FREMONT STREET. 


At Fremont street the "angular wharf 


whlcR had a length of 343 feet and a 
width of 100 feet has been taken out 
and the same Is true of what Is known 
as the "little mail" dock, which has 'a 
length of 229 feet with a width of 60 feet 
These wharves will-be rebuilt on a mod- 
ern plan and their demolition was ren- 
dered necessary for the reason that long 
use had, In a great degree, Impaired their 
usefulness and rendered them dangerous. 


The building of a sea wall In that sec- 


tion is now .In progress and this will be 
one'of the. notable Improvements which 
will 1» mada by the present administra- 
tion- 
The contreot calls for the placing 


In position ta the wall In question of a 


"doss" with a hammer. 
This loosens 


the supports which hold the doors of the 
dump bottom together and the immense 
weight of the rock thon drops through 
the watar and the mud to the place In 
which It finds a last resting place. 
Wllen the wall attains to a heigli£ at 
which the barjros cannot be used in 
dumping tho rock is dropped oat of buck- 
ets, each bucket having a capacity of 
three tons. 
The contract price of the 


rock is 78 3-10 cents per ton. 


OLD MAIL DOCK. 


In a short time, as this work pro- 


gresses, It will become necessary to ro- 
move what Is known ae the "olfl mail" 
dock, which Is situated at tho foot of 
First street 
This wharf ha» a total 


length of 1154 feet and a width of 96 
feet. 
This wae built many years ago. 


It Is entirely of frame and the supports 
aro creosote*! piles. 
.These piles have 


been badly eaten, by the teredo and the 
engineering departnmt Is preparing plans 
for a new structure. 


Tho new dock will have a length of] 


800 feet and a width of 15D' feet. 
Tho 


piers will be of 
concrete 
-with 
steal 


trusses, a concrete 
platform, while the 


superstructure will have Iron sides and a 
slate roof. Plain are being mada at tho 
same tfme for a frame building with a 
shingle roof but It is most likely that the 
more enduring structure will .be selected. 
The cost of this permanent and durable 
improvement is estimated at $460,000.

dies and at the samo time there wlU bo 
a feature of it which will appeal to the 
fancy also of the sterner sex. 


This -will bo the utilization:of a large 


section of the building on the west sldo 
and Immediately north of the 
quarters 


occupied by the State Board of Harbor 
Commissioners as'a waiting-room for la- 
dles and of an adjoining section for a 
resting place for gentlemen. 


There is no such accommodation there 


at the present time. What there is there 
in the way of -waiting-rooms is to be 
fount! only Inside the "gates" and there 
one bus tho privilege of waiting until th* 
time for the departure of a,boat arrives 
•when one- must leave or the person whoro 
he desires to meet must pay a dime for 
the purpose of keeping an .appointment. 
Either thaf.or the person who desires to 
meet a frlerjd must 
stand In tho open 


arcade below or parade In the main hall 
above, and in the waather which la so 
frequently experienced on the other side 
of the bay It is inviting tuberculosis to 
dally In either place. 


The main hall upstairs in npt provided 


with settees and the person who mokes 
an appointment to meet o. friend thore 
must stand around or kocp moving about 
because there is nothing to relieve the 
fatigue of the effort to keep perhaps an 
Important engagement. 


The Improvement referred to In this 


connection will' remove all these annoy- 
ances and mats it a comfort 
for the 


people who wish to meet friends In going 
back an<j forth across the bay, or who, 
after having disembarked from the fer- 
ries, hesitate about 
going out in 
the 


teeth of e. Btonn either on tha land or In 
crossing on the water/. 


SEPARATE PROM RAILROAD. 


This new waiting-room will have no 


ronnoctlon with the rooms of the rnilroad 
company. 
It -will be freje to the public 


and they will command a view of Mar- 
kut street so that a looked-for friend 
may be discovered 
coming doivn 
the 


street or observed as he or she posses 
through the ferry building in one direc- 
tion or another. 


The main room In this new departure 


will be thirty feet in width with eighty 
feet In length. 
This will have a wain- 


scoting of California, which Is as beauti- 
ful as any marble that can be brought 
Into use in practical life. 
The walls will 


be given a cheerful tint; there will be an 
abundance of fresh air and when there 
Is a chill In the air outside' there will 
be cheerfulness and warmth within. 


CHAIRS FOR COMFORT.

and Washington Street Stores Save 


Merchants Much Money.

taoji and professional shoplifter* ply 
their nefarious trade 
In the capac- 
ity of petticoated sleuths these women 
succeed In making many llghtflngertd 
people 
bow before the lair, which 


prosecute* thoa** who cannot refrain 
from 
nipping; goods from bargain 
counters containing various commodi- 
ties of practical use to 
shoplifters, 


who -wish to appear modish in the 
•yes of the public. 
Many thieves, principally

have been detected by these skilled 
sleuth*, who mingle with the crowd 
and walk from one counter to the oth-

pers. But all the time eyes are here, 
there and everywhere, endeavoring to 
locate thieves. 
Proficiency in the calling requires 
time, patience, and a keen knowledge 
of human nature. Well dressed wo- 
men are considered the chief perpetra- 
tors. They carry dainty handbags In 
which to hide away the coveted goods

mit that w omen sleuths are more suc-

men. 


GOOD SALARIES. 
Women detectives are 
paid good 
salaries for their services rendered In

ploying these detectives. In order to 
follow the trail of thieves \\omen de- 
tectives must -svear a soft shoe, rai- 
ment without rustle and a simple hat 
to match her outfit
